The hayfield scene in which he 
is the central figure tells the story as 
to why his Doddies are so smooth and 
well fleshed as is indicated by the single 
and group pictures, some of which we 
may be able to present our readers later.

“When a young man on the farm 
with my father who was a steer feeder I 
had an opportunity to study catttle in the 
feed lot as I did most of the feeding.

Angus steer. Up to that time there were 
Shorthorns only and father was a lover 
of the blood red steer for they seemed 
then to be better doers than any of the 
others, but gradually the black skins be- 
gan to increase and his great feeding

this country. In 1902 I decided 
to start a herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle of my own and at the 
Roscoe dispersion sale purchased 
six of the top females. This 
gave me a nice start and I have 
added new blood from time to 
time until I now have a herd of 
forty head of good cattle. 
Among them will be found some 
individuals as good as will be found anywhere in this country. 

“I have done very little advertising, having enjoyed a good 
home market for my surplus stock, and always a good market for 
my steers. I castrate all bull calves that do not fill the bill and 
keep my herd culled down to where it will tickle the cockel of ones 
heart to see them. 

“T am not a showman, have showed very little but always bring 
home the bacon when I do show. The lack of competent help has 
kept me at home but I expect to branch 
out along this line from now on if they 
will only bring the freight rates down. [ 
own the farm that my father owned, a 
great deal of which he took from the 
stumps, consisting of 340 acres in Allen 
county, Indiana, which is considered sec- 
ond to none. Alfalfa and corn with blue 
grass pasture makes the black skins 
woith while.”

Southern Cattlemen in an Optomistic Spirit 


The-tenth annual meeting of the 
Southern Cattlemen’s Association, 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, Feb- 
ruary 14 to 16, was in many respects 
one of the most successful in the his- 
tory of the Association. A strong 
program had been planned and with 
few exceptions was followed out. 
The few on the program who could 
not be present were represented by 
persons who held it up to a high standard. Every speaker delved 
right to the gist of his subject and the entire meeting proved to be 
a real thrashing out of the Southern cattleman’s problems. The 
discussions each day were held in the agricultural auditorium of 
the University of Tennessee, and the evening meetings were in 
the Knoxville Chamber of Commeice. The general attendance from 
the Southeastern states was good and it was apparent those present 
are leaders in the cattle industry. 

Dean Wilson of the Tennessee College of Agriculture, in addi- 
tion to his very pleasing manner of extending a welcome to all the 
visitors, gave out some facts peitaining to the cattle industry in 
the eleven Southeastern states represented in the association which 
caused every one to pause and think more than once. He piesented 
statistics showing that the percentage of pure bred cattle in each 
of these states 1s as follows: Tennessee 2.12, Virginia 1.95, Ken- 
tucky 1.80, North Carolina 1.69, South Carolina 1.58, Arkansas 1.29, 
Mississippi 1.27, Georgia 1.13, Alabama 1.04, Louisana .81 and 
Florida .69. 

The response to the welcoming address was made by Professor 
W. J. Sheely, of Clemson College, S. C., who stated that the people 
of his state, after having had time to see the real damage the boll 
weevil has done the cotton 
crop, are becoming more in- 
terested in live stock. 

At the evening session 
Mr. A. J. Glover, of Wiscon- 
sin, was the principal speak- 
er. He clearly pointed out 
what the development of the 
dairy industry will mean to 
the South and stated that no 
farmer can afford to speciai- 
ize in any one line for so 
many opportunities, such as 
keeping a few dairy cows on 
every farm, will go to waste. 

On Wednesday morning 
Professor M. P. Jainigan, 
of the Geoigia College of Ag- 
riculture, discussed the im- 
provement of commeicial cat- 
tle. His discussions we1e 
based on three main facts: 
First, that pure bied cattle 
cannot take care of them- 
selvcs, but must have atten- 
tion; second, that the num- 
ber of 1unts can be lessened 
by better feeding, better 
breeding, and elimination of 
parasites; and, third, that the 
dairy husbandry is making 
more rapid progress in the 
South than the beef cattle 
industry. Mr. J. G. Imboden, of Decatur, Ill, gave a very practical 
talk on buying, feeding and selling steers. In order to realize a 
piofit it was claimed by Mr. Imboden that feeders must be bought 
carefully, fed judiciously and sold wisely. An error in either of 
these three factors may change profit into loss. In spite of the 
fact that Mr. Imboden sells calves from the West, he stated that 
there was nothing to indicate that the Wesein calf would make a 
more economical feeder than the Southein giade calf. It is more 
practical then to raise calves to feed than to buy them. The speak- 
er stated that it is time well spent for the farmer to study markets 
one year after another in order to determine the best time to mar- 

ke the bulk of the cattle each year. 

There was much food for thought as well as food for consump- 
tion at the cattlemen’s banquet in the Knoxville Chamber of Com- 
merce on Wednesday evening. President H. A. Morgan, of the 
University of Tennessee, in his characte1istic manner gave one of 
the most giaphic lectures heard during the entire meeting. Dr.

The principal speaker on Thuisday morning was Mr, 0, § 
Biadfute, of Xenia, O., who discussed the farm bureau and its re. 
lation to the cattle industry. Commanding the closest attention of 
the large audience, Mr. Bradfute enumerated the recent activities 
of the American Farm Bureau Federation and thoroughly justifie. 
the stand it has taken on every question from national legislation 
down to ce1tain methods to be followed in practical farming, He 
strongly endoised the county agent work, stating that the work 
with club boys and girls is of 
inestimable value. It was a 
lecture that would have been 
profitable to every Southem 
farmer. 

An auction sale of cattle 
was held each afternoon. 
Herefords were sold on Tues- 
day, Shorthorns on Wednes- 
day and Angus on Thursday. 
There were good offerings in 
each sale and the highly bred 
individuals brought — even 
higher prices than were ex- 
pected. 

Among the resolutions 
offered at the closing session 
weie the following: That 
congress accept Mr. Ford’s 
offer for Muscle Shoals; that 
the Bureau of Forestry and 
the Bureau of Markets be 
kept in the Department of 
Agriculture iather — than 
tiansferred to the Depait- 
ment of the Interior. 

Dr. Tait Butler, of Men- 
phis, was elccted president of 
the association for the ensu- 
ing year and Mr. K. F. Keen, 
of Blackbuig, Va., was elect- 
ed secretary-treasurer. 

In the face of strong in- 
ducement offered by Chattanooga for the convention to meet in 
that city in 1923, Roanoke, Va., was finally selected as the next 
meeting place.

The Third Farmers’ Better Sire Sale will 
be held at the Bourbon Stock Yards, Thurs- 
day, May 4th, according to an announce- 
ment made public today. This sale will con- 
sist of 100 pure bred bulls of Shorthorn, 
Hereford and Angus breeds. 

The movement to improve the breeding 
of live stock in Kentucky, which was started 
last year when 200 pure bred bulls were 
sold to farmers all over the State has spread 
to all parts of the country and with back- 
ing of the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, has resulted in a nation wide 
movement.

THIS CONDITION MUST OF NECESSITY REFLECT 
IN THE PURE BRED CATTLE BUSINESS. 


We have kept a studious watch on conditions throughout the 
States and have repeatedly called attention to the time when ye. 
habiliation processes would develop the shortage of available cattle 
for the Western ranges. In the market section of the Chicago Eve. 
ning Post of last Thursday we find the following news note under 
the caption “Western Stocker Demand Broad.” Is it not possible 
for Aberdeen-Angus breeders of this country to get a glimps 
through this item of the near future? The advance of $10.00 to 
$16.00 per head in the past morth on cows is mighty significant to 
us: 

“During the past month western stock cattle trade has broaden- 
ed in seasonal manner preliminary to the annual pilgrimage to 
pastures in Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska and other sections of the 
northern grazing area. A common price for good southern year- 
lings has been $30 per head, 2-year-olds have changed hands at $35 
@40; 3s at $45@55, and aged cattle at $60@65. There has been 
a steady apperciation in cows of $10@16 per head, and in some cases 
more, good cows selling as high as $60. In many instances early 
contracts have been turned over at substantial advances. 

“In the feeding area, mainly east of the Missouri river, the 
furore over fleshy feeders to go on corn has subsided as values got 
out of line with fat cattle, but there has been a consistent demand 
for 1ught stockers, especially with quality. Stocker and feeder trade 
has developed more sympathy with the fat cattle market, indicating 
caution on the part of investors. There is, undoubtedly, a deficien- 
cy of youn. stock cattle, especially with quality, which is likely to 
become acute next fall should another full corn crop be cribbed. 

“Kansas and Oklahoma pastures will be filled to full capacity 
and there will be a movement of considerable volume to Nebraska, 
Colorado, Montana, Wyoming and the Dakotas, where war finance 
corporation disbursement is facilitating buying. The whole western 
cattle country is engaged in rehabilitating the industry with all 
possible celerity.” 


Oo—— 
THEY ARE GOING BACK INTO THE CATTLE 
BUSINESS AS MARKETS INDICATE. 

In accordance with figures taken from the reports for the first 
three months of 1922 from the nine principal live stock markets, a 
reviving confidence and interest in the cattle business is developng 
and is shown by the free movement of stockers and feeders. The 
larch purchasing of stockers at the nine points was 17.20 per cent 
heavier than last year. While the first three months of 1922 
showed a gain of 29.41 per cent or 131,754 head. The Kansas City. 
Omaha and Denver movement indicates restocking on an extensive 
seale in territory west of the Missouri river and the Dakotas. One 
of the leading market papers says: “Rehabiliation needs of the 
industry in that grazing region are not generally comprehended; 
in fact, the process has barely been inaugurated.”

Mr. Thomas Campbeli, the greatest living poet, 
whom all the world that has heard of poetry, knows 
abcut—the author of “‘The Pleasures of Hope’ and 
“Gertrude of Wyoming.’’ Underwood, the bookseller 
introduced me to him. The introduction was so so; 
that did not matter. Mys. Campbell and he liked me 
~-because they liked me, and that is all I can say 
about it. I am sure I like them more warmly. Dr. 
Murray can tell you all about him, I suppose, in fact 
any person who cares for poetry. 

If I had money, I should be very happy to buy your 
gun with it, but you have nothing more to do than 
to arrange the thing with some of your friends in 
Aberdeen—-Uncle Dunn, or William, and they will 
arrange the matter with Mr. Ross or Mr. Garden with 
the most perfect care. ... Mrs. McCombie who will 
come next month will arrange it. I shall do my best 
to send you a good one as I am looking out before ; 
haggling with London tradesmen is out of the ques- 
lion. 

I doubt your cattle dealing will be a wretched spec- 
ulation. I need not say a word against it as I am 
sure your friends have warned you well enough. You 
have the less chance from the numbers that are taking 
to the trade. Buchan, Blackhall, etc., admirable 
hands. Write me all the news. The weather has 
neen dreadfully hot for the last few days. I never felt 
weather so intolerable. ... Chas. Maccombie. 

26th Novr., 1825: I suppose you have not been able 
to get the black grouse; well, it can’t be helped, to 
use one of your expressions. Search my bookcase—- 
take Moore’s Irish Melodies on top of it and send to 
Aberdeen. My friends will give it to somebody coming 
here to bring with him iz his pocket. 

I wrote Mr. Dunn this week mentioning the article 
‘Tasso’s Jerusalem Delivered’’ translated from the 
Italian by T. H. Wiffen, I had written for the last 
number of the Eclectic Review. I wish my Father and 
Mother to see it, not on account of any talent in it 


but on account of the admiration of moral beauty ex- 
pressed in it. I should send down the number the 
editor, Mr. Conder gave me if Mr. Campbell hadn’t 
it just now, with Mr. Booth. I told Mr. Dunn that f 
did not at all like Mr. Conder’s cutting down the 
article. He did not do that because of the matte: 
but on account of the necessity of keeping not merely 
to the religious and moral but to the literary princi- 
ples of the Ecletic Review. I do not exactly know the 
literary notions peculiar to it; if I did I should not 
like to follow in a track marked out by others.

I have a 
pupil who writes for the ‘Lancet’ (Dr. Murray per- 
haps knows about it) and intends to lecture on Chem- 
istry, Physiology, ete. This I think shows my capa- 
bility to instruct anybody. I shall not say more about 
the matter at present. I shall do all I can to obtain 
employment. I was foolish in not trying more 
earnestly to vet teaching. I know better new. Elo- 
ecution and Literature are two ways of supp!ying me. 
I certainly shall not, if I sleep well, leave London 
fos 6 cr 8 months.

Pure Bred Bulls Pay. 

An Alabama farmer marketed two lots of 
under year calves. They were all out of 
common native cows. One lot was sired by 
a pure bred bull and the other lot was sired 


by a native or scrub bull. They all had the - 


same feed and attention. 

The former lot brought him $13.65 per 
head more than did the latter lot. 

Pure bred bulls used on a farm have a 
direct relation to total farm income as 
shown bv a recent survey made on hundreds 
of average farms. The average labor in- 
come on farms where only pure bred bulls 
were used was $1102 per year, where grade 
bulls were used was $734 and where scrub 
bulls were used, $368. Is not that convinc- 
ing? 

Tien sired by pure bred bulls sold by 
the train load in Illinois and Indiana last 
fall at from 8c to 11lc per pound, when 3c to 
5e was the top price for the lowly offspring 


_of mongrel and scrub bulls. 


Such calves usually command a better 
price per head than the calves of grade and 
sc1ub bulls at two and even three years of 
age.

March 
11th I sold, on my farm, 20 head of half 
breed Angus steers and heifers about 18 
months old that averaged 900 lbs. at .0744c, 
this was about .08%c in Baltimore or equal 
to that. That shows what a good Angus 
bull will do on scrub cows. 

I am with you on the Angus cattle and 
will do anything I can for you.—Yours truly,

Greatest Cattle Ranch to be in 
Glades County. 


Glades county is to have Florida’s great- 
est cattle ranch, which is now being estab- 
lished in the Indian prairie country, in the 
northern part of the county. 

The Skipper interests of old De Soto 
county have combined with the Howard 
Cole Land Company, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a modern cattle ranch which will 
be stocked with the best grades of beef and 
dairy cattle. They have incorporated under 
the name of the Indian Prairie Cattle Com- 
pany, and have ample financial resources 
for all necessary purposes. The new cor- 
poration has taken over 100,000 acres of 
fine land, lying in what is known as the 
Istopogee marsh and the Indian prairie. 
Posts are now being cut and placed on the 
ground to fence this fine body of land, and 
the work of converting it into a modern 
cattle ranch will proceed as fast as possible. 

A drainage outlet for this large tract of 
muck and hammock lands is furnished by 
the Indian Prairie canal, which is being dug 
by the commissioners of the Everglades 
drainage district.
